Says 
Dave, “I was having a hard time talking to my son; we were butting heads all the time. After PEP | was 
able to engage with him without competition. | knew | was there to help him and it gave us a better 
relationship.” Emily and Dave say that PEP completely changed their perspective about parenting. They 
learned that the teenage years are a developmental stage where young adults are learning - the same 
way that toddlers learn to walk. “The only thing worse than teens’ separation from parents is kids 
NOT learning to separate,” says Emily. “We now know we want to act less as managers and more 
as coaches.” Some of the PEP skills that Emily and Dave cite as having made a real difference in their 
family are reflective listening, using encouraging language and QTIP (Quit Taking It Personally). Emily 
adds, “We have plenty of conflicts, but I feel like we are thriving because of what we learned at 
PEP. | can’t imagine parenting without PEP. It is the greatest gift to parenting.”

Last year, PEP reached out to the community through 
several initiatives designed to reach underserved 
populations.
